THE stage is set for 
Alexandra Palace to 
recapture its “glory 
days” as London’s music 
venue of choice after a 
successful bid to increase 
its audience capacity 
by 3,000. 

An application by the 
Alexandra Palace Trading 
Company to increase the 
capacity of the Great Hall 
from 7,250 to 10,250 was 
agreed at a meeting of the 
council’s licensing committee 
last week. 

The decision will establish 
the palace as a competitor to 
the capital’s other big-hitting 
music venues including the 
O 2 Arena and Wembley 
Arena, according to manag¬ 
ing director Rebecca Kane. 
She said: “Concert promoters 
have already indicated this 
increase will put us firmly 
among London’s big-league 
venues, especially as the 
entire audience can stand and 


dance here. We’ve always 
attracted quality acts because 
of our location, the architec¬ 
ture, history and scale of the 
building, but this boost in 
numbers will make us more 
competitive and give us a 
higher profile with promoters 
and performers.” 

Ally Pally has hosted 
legendary names including the 
Rolling Stones, Led Zepellin, 
The Who and Black Sabbath 
as well as more recent artists 
such as Arctic Monkeys, 
Kings Of Leon, Franz Ferdi¬ 
nand and Paul Weller. 

The increased capacity 
applies to concerts which end 
by 1 lpm and was agreed sub¬ 
ject to three conditions: that 
no event take place at the ice 
rink at the same time, that 
extra toilets be provided and 
that security guards watch 
over fans leaving the park 
via a passageway at

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Police help ride out 
spate of bike thefts

THIEVES behind a spate of bike thefts 
in Highgate made away with bicycles 
worth £13,000 in three months. 

Officers from the Highgate Safer 
Neighbourhood team are urging people 
to register their bicycles online for free 
in an attempt to curb the problem after 
18 bicycles were reported stolen in the 
area between June 1 and August 31. 

Four were taken from communal hall¬ 
ways after a door was forced open, one 
was taken from a school garden and one 
from a front garden. Two were stolen 
from garages which were burgled, one 
taken from a ransacked flat and nine 
were prised from railings and lamp- 
posts. In some cases, tenacious thieves 
even removed the sign from a post in 
order to slide the bike up and off. 

Sergeant Leon Christodoulou said: 
“We’ve been going door to door to 
offer crime prevention advice on car 
and bike security and to register peo¬ 
ple’s property on the internet.” 

He urged cyclists to visit www.immob 
ilise.com to create a free, private port¬ 
folio of their property, which makes it 
easier to recover if lost or stolen, and 
warned people to be wary when buying 
secondhand cycles. Police have 


arrested two men on suspicion of han¬ 
dling stolen goods. 

They advised cyclists to use a good 
quality lock and to attach bikes to 
immovable objects in busy, well-lit 
areas. Cyclists are also encouraged to 
take a colour photograph of their bicy¬ 
cle and write a description, including 


any unique features, to make it easier to 
trace if stolen and to take lights, pumps 
and quick-release saddles with them. 

Sgt Christodoulou added: “We are 
happy for anyone that owns a bike to 
contact us on 020 8721 2673 and we 
will arrange to register the bike on the 
website for them at no cost.”

Baby Peter’s killers 
have appeal rights 
denied, greeted by 
huge ‘sigh of relief

THE evil trio behind the death of baby 
Peter Connelly have been refused 
the chance to appeal against their 
prison sentences. 

The 17-month-old’s mother Tracey 
Connelly, 28, her partner Steven 
Barker, 33, and Barker’s brother, 37- 
year-old Jason Owen, were all denied 
leave to appeal against their sentences 
by the Court of Appeal. 

Connelly, Barker and Owen were 
handed down minimum prison 
stretches of five, 12 and three years 
respectively for causing or allowing 
his death. He died at home in 


Penshurst Road, Tottenham, in 
August 2007, after suffering more 
than 50 injuries including fractured 
ribs and a broken back. 

It emerged during the trial that Baby 
Peter’s mother had deliberately misled 
social services about the way her son 
had been treated, smearing the 17- 
month-old’s body with chocolate to 
disguise his bruises. 

Lynne Featherstone, MP for 
Hornsey and Wood Green, welcomed 
the decision to deny the three leave to 
appeal, predicting that people would 
“breathe a collective sigh of relief” at 
the refusal. She added: “These three 
people have been found guilty and 


now need to serve their punishment.” 

Because of the huge media and 
public interest in the case, it is likely 
Connelly, Barker and Owen will be 
given new identities on their release to 
protect them from possible vigilante 
attacks. Ms Featherstone predicted 
there would be widespread public 
anger if taxpayers’ money was spent 
on security for the trio or if they were 
released after serving only their mini¬ 
mum jail terms. 

Barker and Connelly’s names were 
publicly released for the first time in 
August this year after an order pro¬ 
tecting their identities expired.

Council defends actions amid 
bomber fostering accusations 


HARINGEY Council has defended 
its decision to foster a child with 
relatives of a man who plotted to 
blow up transatlantic airliners, 
saying staff could not have known 
of the connection at the time. 

After stories appeared in several 
national newspapers on Friday 
that a child was sent to live in the 
home of terrorist ringleader 
Abdulla Ahmed Ali, the council set 
the record straight this week. 

Ali, from Walthamstow, will 
spend at least 40 years in jail after 
being found guilty alongside two 
other men of conspiracy to 
detonate bombs on airliners across 
the Atlantic. 

But the spokeswoman explained 
that Ali did not live in the same 
property as the fostered child, the 
child was moved as soon as the 
police alerted the council to their 
investigation and said the family in 
question no longer fosters for 


Haringey. She added that all 
adults in the household underwent 
Criminal Records Bureau checks 
before any child was placed there 
and emphasised that none of the 
foster carers had been charged 
with any offence. 

“As soon as the police alerted the 
council to this issue, the child was 
moved,” she confirmed. 

Ali, 28, was arrested in August 
2006 after police became aware of 
his terrorist links. On September 
7, a jury at Woolwich Crown 
Court convicted him, 28-year-old 
Tanvir Hussain and Assad Sarwar, 
29, of conspiring to activate 
home-made liquid bombs capable 
of killing thousands of people after 
they heard Ali planned to target 
seven flights bound for the USA 
and Canada. 

The trio’s arrests in 2006 led to 
the tightening of restrictions of 
carrying liquids on to planes.

Five youngsters 
shot and another 
stabbed in street

FIVE teenagers were shot and 
one stabbed when violence 
erupted on the streets of south 
Tottenham on Friday evening. 

Two 16-year-olds were among 
those left with gunshot wounds 
after a dispute broke out 
between two groups of youths. 

Just after 9.30pm, an 18-year- 
old man walking along Corn¬ 
wall Road with a group of 
friends, was stabbed after he 
started arguing with another 
group of youngsters. 


Two 16-year-olds, one 17- 
year-old, another 18-year-old 
and a 19-year-old were then 
shot as the argument escalated 
in the area around Cornwall 
Road, West Green Road and 
Phillip Lane. 

All six victims were taken to 
hospital suffering from non life- 
threatening injuries and one 
was discharged on Saturday 
He and four other teenagers 
were then arrested and bailed 
over the weekend as detectives 
from the Trident Command, set 
up to investigate gun crime in 


London’s black community, 
began piecing together what 
happened. 

A police spokesman said 
detectives were keeping an 
“open mind” as to a possible 
motive for the shooting and that 
it was not yet known which 
group had fired the shots or 
how many weapons were 
involved in the violence.

IT’S been too long since we strutted 
into town feeling like Super Fly Guy 
and Foxy Brown. 

But following our evening meal at 
new kid, Rhythm, we were in our 70s 
element and were slightly perplexed 
not to see Shaft hurtling through 
Crouch End at 200 miles an hour 
waving his high-powered shotgun, 
smashing into Tesco and nabbing 
some stick-up hoodlums. 

With a pure retro feel to festivities 
- great tunes, bright orange decor - 
Rhythm is the sassiest, chicest little 
bar on the block that also boasts 
some rather tasty Caribbean cuisine 
to boot. 

As laid back as Huggy Bear on Sun¬ 
day afternoon, the mellow vibe and 
relaxed service eased our troubled 
souls, while the arrival of the menus 
perked us up leading to fantasies 
about Jamaican holidays this winter. 

Quality rather than quality seems 
to be the byword at Rhythm so a 
small selection of starters, mains and 
specials was rectified by them all 



sounding utterly delicious, leading to 
some tough decisions being made. 

Finally, it was a case of jerk 
chicken parcels (from the specials 
board) for myself and salmon and 
saltfish cakes with a tangy sauce (all 
starters £4.95) for Foxy. I adored my 
little parcels which delivered that jerk 
kick without needing to have the full 
chicken shebang, while Foxy 
declared the cakes “very tasty” but 
did query whether there was enough 
fish in them. 

Mains were an even tougher 


proposition but, fortunately, the 
funky little waitress was on hand to 
advise the, “Caribbean stewed beef 
which I tried earlier and was fantas¬ 
tic”. So that’s me sorted, but what 
about Ms Brown? She opted for 
another special - pan-fried snapper 
fillet with a sweet pepper sauce 
(both £10.95) which just edged it 
over the curry goat, Creole hot pot 
and the ackee and saltfish. 

Served with some good rice and 
peas, my stewed beef had a strong, 
robust flavour made by a chef 


obviously in love with cooking - as 
proved in the snapper which was 
melt in the mouth delicious and did 
full justice to this highly prized 
fish’s qualities. 

Too full for dessert we lounged for 
a while longer, felt the rhythm, and 
headed into the night to throw some 
shapes and get down with the fever 
on the dancefloor...
